LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF THE Territory ОЕ UTAH: 

GENTLEMEN:—The Superintendent of Common Schools takes 
much pleasure in presenting his annual report for the year 1865, 
with accompanying table of statistics, which is more full and com- 
plete than any hitherto presented. 

Owing to the lateness of the presentation of the report of previ- 
ous years, considerabie effort was made during the past season, iu 
which the county superintendents were requested to participate, that 
the statistics might be collected and ready to report during the first 
week of the present session; but as the poet hath it: 


“The best laid schemes of men and mice 
Gang aft aglee,”’ 


so has it been in this case; the result, however, is probably for the 
best, as а report at the date intended, would have omitted the im- 
portant counties of Davis, Cache and Washington. 

It must be gratifying to the friends of educational interests to 
note the laudable and increasing efforts made by the inhabitants of 
this Territory amid circumstances so peculiar and unpropitious. In 
the 148 school districts reported there is a school population of 16,- 
585, of which there are 8,959, ог 54 per cent. found enrolled in 
school schedules, the average attendance being 6,024, or thirty-six 
per cent. of actual school attendance: schools are kept open 
throughout the Territory on an average six anda half months in 
the year. 

Returns in relation to the amount paid to teachers and the 
amount of building funds raised are too irregnlarly reported to be 
tabulated. Tuition fees range from four to six dollars per quarter 
for teaching the common branches. Many school-houses are being 
erected from year to year, and the amcunts expended should be re- 
turned as the form prescrived in the school code requires the embod- 
iment of the same in the general statistical table. School-houses 
have been (with but few exceptions) built by voluntary contribu- 
tion. There being no school fund available, fees for tuition are paid 
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by the parents or guardians of the pupils, except ina few distriets, 
where, in conformity with the provisions of last year’s school bill, 
a tax was assessed for that purpose. 

The efforts made to introduce a uniformity of text books in our 
schools have met with a hearty co-operation from teachers general- 
ly. Аррепде to this report is a list of the books recommended. 


Mr. Н. T. Miller, Sevier county Superintendent, writes: Were it 
in my power I should propose that there be a city lot fenced——a 
respectable house built thereon—in every settlement, also ten acres 
of good lend in the field, set apart for the use of a school-teacher.” 
This proposition is good and feasible, especially in newly settled 
counties, and the consideration thereof is respectfully referred to 
Trustees and County Superintendents. 

The greatest lack from which our educational interests now suffer, 
is that of qualified teachers. In his report for 1863 the Superten- 
dent recommended that an appropriation be made from the Territo- 
rial funds {0 defray the expenses of tuition of a limited number (to 
be divided equitably among the counties) of those pupils, who bad 
mastered the elementary branches of education and who were willing 
to declare in writing that it is their intention, in further qualifying 
themselves to become teachersin this Territory. It was further 
recommended that an annual appropriation be made to any city or 
cities which shall maintain a free school or schools wherein the chil- 
dren of the poor may be educated gratuitously, and, when necessary, 
furnished with school books. aid Territorial Appropriation not to 
exceed onc.third the expenses of maintaining such school or schools, 
leaving the counties and cities to furnish respectively the other two- 
thirds; provided, that such schools are maintained on economical 
prineiples, and that the school teachers hired to teach therein, be re- 
quired to report such schools in conformity with law. 

Any measures that the Assembly may devise, which would be an 
incentive to our yonth to qualify themselves to become teachers 
would be a step that would greatly enhance the cause of cducation. 

While it would not only be untimely, but inappropriate, to attempt 
a homily on the rearing of youth, it may not be amiss for the Super- 
intendent to suggest the propricty of parents and guardians instilling 
into the minds of the youth the necessity of qualifying themselves 
for usefulness, by studying the mathematics, book-keeping, architec- 
ture, practical surveying, the living languages, aud those legal forms 
which are necessary in the transaction of busiuess with the various 
States of the Union, as well as the nations of the earth. 

The minds of the rising generation should be directed in these 
chaunels of usefulness for the public weal requires it, and if the 
generally received axiom be true, that “as the twig is bent, so is the 
tree inclined,” it only needs the early attention and influence of par- 
ents and guardians to secure this desirable result. 
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The “good, hard sense,” of the ‘‘indwellers of these mountains,” 
coupled with the peculiar circumstances in which they have been 
laced, has enabled them to discard the false philosophy of the old 
schools, which has made the educational path one of the most diffi- 
cult and forbidding that mortals would voluntarily consent to thread, 
transforming in many cases, the beautiful and symmetrical forms of 
youth into pale, attenuated shadows, incapacitated for endurance and 
usefulness, and what is still worse, inducing an intellectual costive- 
ness, which seldom, if ever, admits of a radical cure. While this 
stand-point occupied by us produces pleasant reflections, let us be- 
ware of getting too far on the opposite side of the question, how- 
ever safe it may appear tobe. The study of book-keeping, the 
higher mathematics, the grammar of our language, though in them- 
selves, to many pupils, presenting little attraction, are so essential, in 
most of the pursuits of life, that the man of business who lacks à 
knowledge of these branches, readily pereeives the vantage ground 
occupied by their possessor, and often is made to feel a bumiliation 
which, though deeply to be regretted, seems to the advanced in life, 
irreparable. | 

The County Superintendent for Salt Lake, has, with the consent. 
of the County Court, arranged to take a census of the names and 
ages of the school population in the county, 6.6, the boys and girls 
between four and sixteen years of age. It is desirable that such an 
arrangement be made simultaneously in all the counties, and that this 
Superintendency be authorized to print and issue uniform blanks to 
aid = census marshals of the respective counties to accomplish the 
work. 

А. good and substantial record has been procured during the past 
year, in which is being recorded the reports, statistical tables aud 
proceedings ef this Superintendency since the inauguration of the 
present school system. | | | 

There was appropriated at last session one hundred dollars to pro- 
cure a record for each County Superintendent, which, under advise- 
ment, was forwarded east by the hands of Mr. A. R. Wright, Who, 
like many Salt Lake merchants, unfortunately freighted his goods 
with the Butterfield Company, and it is supposed that the records 
are in “‘a high state of preservation,” somewhere in the Wasatch 
range of mountains, or between these and Fort Bridger. It is an- 
ticipated that they will be distributed early next Spring.

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AN ACT 


Providing for the establishment and support of Common Schools. 


Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Governor and Legislative Assembly 
of the Territory of Utah: That any school district heretofore estab- 
lished pursuant to any law of this Territory, shall remain as 16 now 
exists, until altered as hereinafter provided. | 

Suc. 9. The County Courts, at their regular or special sessions, 
shall divide their respective Counties into school districts, where not 
already done, and number the same, and prescribe such limits as will 
promote education and the convenience of the people. 

Seo. 8. The County Courts are hereby empowered to change the 
boundaries of school districts, or consolidate two or more into one, ` 
if the publie good require: Provided, That where school districts 
have built school-houses by а tax on the whole district, said district 
shall not be divided until equitable provision has been made for 
sehool-houses in the new districts to be organized. Settlers on or 
near County lines of two or more Counties, may be formed into a 
school-district by the mutual agreement of the County Courts of ` 
such Counties. 

Sec. 4. In each school district there shall be three "Trustees, re- 
sidents and householders in their districts, who shall be elected by a 
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majority of votes given at a meeting held for that purpose, and shall 
have power to appoint a Clerk, an Assessor, Collector and Treasur- 
er, who-may be of their own number or be selected;from citizens of 
the district, 

SEC, 5. The Trustees now in office, or who shall be elected or 
appointed, shall qualify, by taking an oath of office;jandlgiving bonds 
to. the County Court of the County where they reside, in such sums 
and with such securities as the Clerk of the County Conrt may ap- 
prove, conditioned for the faithful performance of their duties, and 
shall continue in office for two years, and until their successors are 
elected and qualified. 

Sec. 6. The Trustees shall be elected. by the voters, residents 
and owners of taxable property in their respective school districts. 
For the election of Trustees and for the vote on the rate per cent. on 
the taxes tobe assessed, notice shall be given, at least one week be- 
fore the time appointed, by notifying each tax-payer, either in рег- 
son or by leaving a written notice at his residence, of the time, place 
and object of the meeting; said notice shall be given by at least five 
permanent residents of the district; but if the district be organized, 
then said notice shall be given by the Trustees. At such meeting, · 
Trustees may be elected ог a tax levied, viva voce, or by ballot, as 
the meeting may determine. 

Sec. 7. The Trustees shall provide a suitable school-house or 
school-houses, and keep the same in repair; for which purposes they 
are hereby empowered to assess and collect annually atax on all 
taxable property within their district, not exceeding one-fourth of 
one per cent.; should more than one-fourth of one per ceut. be need- 
ed per annum to build and repair scbool-houses, or for other schcol 
purposes, an estimate of the approximate cost thereof shall be made 
by the Trustees, and the rate may be inereased,to any sum not ex- 
ceeding three per cent. as shall be decided by a vote ot two-thirds of 
the taxpayers voting at a meeting called for that purpose, which tax 
shall be levied upon the taxable property in the district: and by a 
similar vote а tax may be assessed aud collected of any sum notjex- 
.ceeding one per cent, perannum to pay teachers aud furnish fuel, 
books, maps and other suitable articles for school purposes. The 
"Prustees shal! have power to remit taxes, to prescribe the manner in 
whieh schools shall be conducted, to establish out-houses, play 
grounds and cther appurtenances. 

Sec. 8. The Assessor shall, within such time as the Trustees 
may direct, make an assessment of the taxable' property in his dis- 
triet and report the same to the Trustees; and when appealed to, 
the Trustees shall have power to examine said assessment, and if 
necessary, correct the same, and their decision shalljbe final. 

SEC. 9. The Collector shall pay all moneys or property received 
on taxes, to the Trustees or to the Treasurer, as the Trustecs may di- 
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rect, and the Assessor, Collector and Treasurer, before entering 
upon the duties of their office shall respectively qualify and give 
bonds, conditioned for the faithful performance of their duties, to the 
acceptance of the County Court, to be filed. with the Clerk of said 
Court. | 

бис. 10. Whenever taxes shall have been assessed in accordance 
with this aet and the taxpayers shall have been duly notified of the 
amount dae, the Board of Trustees, or any one of its members, or 
the qualified Collector, shall have power to commence suits at law in 
any Court having jurisdiction, against any taxpayer who shall neg- 
lect or refuse to pay said tax, or levy upon and sell his property, as 
upon executions at law, and any conveyance of such property made 
by the Trustees shall be valid. There shall be no appeal from any 
judgment rendered as prescribed in this section, unless the amount 
execeds twenty dollars, when sued in the Courts of the Justices of the 
Peace, or fifty dollars, when sued in the Probate or Distriet Courts. 

Sec. 11. The County Court of each County shall appoint, in their 
respective Counties, where not already done, a Board of Examina- 
tion, to consist of three competent persons, who shall judge of the 
qualifications of sehool Teachers applying for schools, aud all appli- 
cants of a good moral character, considered competent, shall receive 
a suitable certificate signed by the Board. 
` Би, 13. The Trustees shall visit, officially, each school in their 
respective districts at least, once during each term, and on or before 


· the second Monday in October in each year, take a census of the 


children between the ages of four and sixteen years, residing in their 
districts and within ten days thereafter shall make a report to the 
County Superintendent, stating the condition of the school or schools 
under their supervision, and particularly the items contained in the 
following form: 
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Sec. 13. Teachers of schools shall furnish their respective Trustees 
with a quarterly report of their schools, in the following form: 
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Sec. 14. There shall ђе elected, annually, by a vote of the Legis- 
lative Assembly of the Territory of Utah, a Superintendent of Com- 
mon Schools for said Territory, and said Saperintendent shall make 
his report annually to the Legislative Assembly, during the first 
week of its session, before entering upon the duties of his office, ће 
shall qualify, by taking and subscribing an oath to faithfully per- 
form the duties of his office. | 

Sec. 15. The Territorial Superintendent shall keep а record of 
the condition of common schools throughout this Territory, as report- 
ed to him by the County Superintendents, and ће shall furnish each 
County Superintendent with a blank record, headed according 10 
form for Trustees reports, and also forms of said reports, together 
with forms of School Teachers reports as contemplated in this act, 
and he shall cause to be printed such a number of blanks, after the 
forms described та this act, as will be necessary for distribution to 
the Trustees and Teachers throughout the Territory, and distribate 
the same. | 

Sec. 16. The Territorial and County Superintendents shall decide 
what text hooks shall be adopted in the schools, and the County 
Superintendents, with the Trustees in their respective distriets, may 
regulate in their respective Counties the school terms, allowing such 
holidavs and vacations ns may be advisable. 

БЕС. 11. At the general election held on the first Monday of Ал 
gust, each County shall cleet, for the term of two years, а County 
Superintendent of Common бороог, who shall hold his office until 
his successor is elected and qualified, and he shall qualify, by taking 
and subscribing an oath to faithfully perform the duties of his office. 

- Sec. 18. The duties of the County Superintendent shall be: First, 
to take the general supervision of schools in his County, and visit 
officially, at least, once in each year, the schools under his suner- 
vision, and see that the School Trustees are diligent in the discharze 
of their duties: Second, to superintend in the manzer and to the ex- 
teat to be prescribed by law, all business matters conneeted with 
Publie School Domain within his jurisdiction: Тота, to keepa eor- 
reet aeeount with the County Treasurer and with the Trustees of 
sehool districts of all funds rereived or disbursed for sehcol pur- 
poses, arising from the General Government, ог by Legislative ea- 
aetment of the 'lerritory: Fourth, to audit all school accounts 
against the County Treasury, and deliver his warrants for the piy- 
ment thereof: Fifth, to make an annual report to the Territorial Su- 
perintendent of Common Schools, on, or before the first Monday 
in November in cach roar, and said report shall be Їл the followinz 
iorum:

Sro. 19. The County Superintendent shall enter in his records' 
every official return made tò him by School Trustees and Teachers 
and keep the same in his office, subject to the inspection of the Ter- 
ritorial Superintendent and the County Court of his County. . 
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л °""tPansact-business, and in ease of a vacancy in the Board in any school 


district by death, resignation or otherwise, the remaining Trustees 
shall have power to fill such vacancy, until the next general election. 

Sec. 91, The Territorial Superintendent of Common Sehools is 
hereby authorized and required to proceed against all delinquent 

_parties on their bonds, who fail to pay the per centage to common 
schools prescribed by their grants or charters, and the said Superin- 
tendent shall pay all moneys obtained under the provisions of this 
act to the Territorial Treasurer, and annually report his doings to 
the Legislative Assembly. 

Вис. 22, Nothing in this act shall be so construed as to interfere 
with any assessment heretofore made, or contract entered into by 
parties under the former law, or suits pending that have originated 
under any former acts of this Legislature. | 

Sro. 93. “An act authorizing the Territorial Superintendent of 
Conimon ‘Schools to collect certain moneys, approved Dec. 20th, 
1864," and any provision in “An act consolidating and amending the 
school laws, approved Jan. 18th, 1865,” conflicting with this act, are 
hereby repealed. |
